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Jurors Acquit 
Doctor Sander

In Mercy Case 


MANCHESTER, N. H., March 9.—(#)—Dr. Her- 


mann N. Sander .was freed today. 
i 


An all-male jury found the country doctor inno- 


cent of charges he murdered in an "act of mercy" 
suffering cancer patient he couldn't heal. 


It took the jury—made of nine Catholics and 


three Protestants—less than 75 minutes to reach the 
verdict. 
The 41-year-old Dr. Sander show- 


ed not the slightest trace of emo- 
tion as the words "not guilty" ech- 
oed through the small courtroom. 


There 
was a chorus of "ohs" 


from the women spectators. 
Deputy sheriffs were forced to 


rap for order. 
When the jury was discharged 
by Judge Harold E. 
Westcott, 


Chief Defense Counsel Louis E. 
Wyman walked over smiling and 
crying at the same time. 
The 71-year-old white-haired de- 


fense lawyer walked over to 
Dr. 


Sander and threw his arms: around 
the shoulder of the physician who 
then broke out in a broad smile. 


Crowds gathered around Wyman 


and 
Sander 
and rushed over to 
shake 
hands with Mrs. Sander, 


who has stood loyally by her hus- 
band throughout the case'. 


Mrs. Sander looked happy 
and 


for the first time seemed to relax. 


The case went to the jury at 1:51 
P. M. (CBT). 


The Judge told the jurors they 


could return one of three possible 
Verdicts. 
•He listed them as: 
Murder In the first degree. 
Murder in the second degree. 
Acquittal. 


. Dr. Sander is on trial for first 
degree murder on charges he took 
the life of Mrs. Abbie Borroto by 
injecting air 
into the 
hopeless 


cancer patient. 


Prosecutor -William L. Phinney, 


In hjs 55-minute summation, again 
failed to ask the death penalty for 
t)r. "Sander but he did ask for a 
verdict of 


Defense Chief Wyman had claim- 


ed that "the state failed to prove 
that Mrs. Borroto was not 
dead 


•when Dr. Sander injected .air into 
her arm in an "irrational act." 


Doors to the • small courtroom 


were ordered locked by Judge Har- 
old E. Westcott. 
Only one report- 
er chosen by the newsmen cover- 
ing the trial was granted permis- 
sion to leave mid-way through Wy- 
man's summation to report his re- 
marks to all the press. Otherwise 
no one was permitted' to enter or 
leave the courtroom until Wyman 
finished. 


Presentation of evidence in the 
case was completed yesterday. 


The trial lasted 13 days. The de- 


fense used 33 witnesses, including 
Dr. Sander and his attractive wife. 
The state called only 17—two of 
them medical experts who stated 
Mrs. Borroto died of air embolism. 
There is no question whether 
Dr. Sander attempted an air In- 
jection. , He admitted it freely on 
• the witness stand. 


"Something snapped/' he told 


the jury. 
He said his actions 


"didn't make sense." 


The trial unfolded these argu- 
ments: 
For the defense: 


, 1. That Mrs. Borroto was dead be- 
fore Dr. Sander attempted to in- 
ject the air. 


2. That her veins had collapsed 
and 'it was impossible to inject the 
air-filled needle into her arm. 


3. That 40 cc of air (which the 
state charges was the lethal dose) 
is insufficient to kill a human "be- 
ing, even if it were possible to in- 
ject the air into her veins. 


4. That death resulted from one 


or more of three probable causes, 
or a combination of them; namely, 
Inanition 
(starvation), 
bronchial 


pneumonia, or destruction of the 
liver by cancerous growth. 


5. That Dr. Sander's character be- 


lies the charge he would take a 
human life. 


For the prosecution: 
1. That air embolism caused the 
death of the wife of a retired oil 
salesman; no other causes could 
be found in an autopsy. 


2. That the attending nurse (Miss 


Elizabeth Rose) witnessed the air 
injection. 


3. That Dr. Sander dictated a

Judith Coplon was sentenced to 
15 years In prison today for plot- 
ting to spy for Russia. Her ex-

A. Gubitchev, received a 15-years 
suspended sentence and was or- 
dered deported to the Soviet Un- 
ion within two weeks. 


The deportation order for the 
33-year old, short, sour-faced Rus- 
sian was recommended by the 
government as a result of confer- 
ences between the state depart- 
ment and the attorney general's 
office.

The. mayor and commissioners 


have been 'discussing the master 
plan for sometime and it was more 
recently brought -to- their atten- 
tion when Mrs. A*. G.-Elliott ap- 
peared in behalf of the plan before 
the commission this week. 
•:" As previously explained, 
the 


commission has hesitated to hire 
ft planning' company to make n. 
study, because of the expense in- 
volved. Now the mayor and com- 
mlslsoner are hoping a way can 
be found where the master-plan 
project can be accepted and paid 
for without additional cost to the 
city. 
Under these, terms the commis- 
sioners agreed with the mayor that 
the plan was" needed and 
als.o 


agreed to back such a plan and fol- 
low its suggestions in the future. 


The Corsicana Planning Board 


presented four resolutions to the 
city commission March 13, 1946 and 
one of these resolutions suggested 
that city planning

Operation Canine- 


Unmuzzled Dogs To Be Shot; 


Police Order Follows Rabies Rise 


Operation canine— 
Police Chief Bruce Nutt has or- 


dered his policemen to shoot all 
stray dogs, and dogs running at 
large without muzzles. The order 
came about since several persons 
have been bitten by rabid dogs. 
The Corsicana-Navarro Health 


Unit reported it is treating seven 
persons for dog bites and each is 
known to have been bitten by a 
dog having rabies. Five of 
the 


people being treated are from Cor- 
sicana, 
The unit suggests that anyone 


who has been bitten and suspects 
the dog may have been mad 
to 


come to the office for treatment. 
There is no charge for the 14 shots 
which are given. 


Recently police officers killed a 


dog which had rabies. Chief Nutt 
said he knew that at least, two per- 
sons were bitten by this animal. 
He described the dog as being black 
and shaggy. 
'iThis is a war on dogs," said 


Chief Nutt.

5 Bank Robbers 
Secure $63,933 
In Bold Holdup 


NEW YORK, 
March 
9.—(#»>— 
Five bank robbers forced employ- 
es of the Sunnyside, Queens, branch 
of the Manufacturers Trust Co., in- 
to the basement today and escap- 
ed with $63,933. 


The robbery was one of the most 


thoroughly planned that Queens 
police have encountered in years. 


As James Weston, bank recep- 


tionist, inserted his key in the lock 
to enter, a robber shoved a pistol 
against his back, warned him to 
remain quiet. The robber followed 
Weston in the building. In 'a mat- 
ter of seconds he was Joined by 
two fellow robbers. 


The three chained Weston to a 
radiator in the vestibule and in- 
structed him to let the bank em- 
ployes in as they arrived and not 
to give warning.

Base guardhouse, snuffed out the 
lives of 14 military prisoners 'last 
night. 
Trapped with them in the tindery 


dry wood structure, the prison's 
other two inmates were injured 
critically. It was the first major 
disaster in the history of the war- 
built installation—now a semisec- 
ret assembly point for the atomic 
bomb. 
'•' Two guards, alerted by prisoners 
cries, vainly tried to rescue them 
from behind bars and meshed wire 
windows. 
They 
were 
overcome 


along with six others fighting the 
blaze. Twenty additional 
officers 


and men also were 
treated 
for 


smoke effects. 


Investigators said there was no 


doubt the fire started 'from one 
of two big oil stoves used to heat 
the prison -.They still sought to de- 
termine how and why today. 


It was all over 25 minutes after 


the first alarm was sounded at 
7:35 p. m. (MST). (8:35 p. m. CST) 
Thirteen of the prisoners appar- 
ently died in the first few seconds; 
the other's succumbed twe hours 
later at a hospital. 
Most of the victims were believ- 


ed to have inhaled the intense, 
almost instantaneous heat and suf- 
focated, Sandia authorities said. 
Guards reported there were few 
outcries to indicate any suffered 
long. 
Damage consisted principally of 


badly scorched ceilings and walls, 
mostly in a 100-foot, L-shaped cor- 
ridor and three cell blocks. It ap- 
peared the fire flashed overhead 
in less time than it takes to tell. 
The prisoners had finished their 


evening meal a short time before. 
Some already were in bed, reading 
or sleeping. Bodies of two were 
found in a shower room; three oth- 
ers lay just outside the door.

quarters, some 
scarcely touched 


,.hy the blaze. Nearly a fourth of 
the, two-tiered bunk .beds. were not 
even scorched.

Spy Probers Tell McCarthy He Must 
Produce Files On Alleged Commies 


WASHINGTON, March 9,—UP)— 


Senate investigators today put Sen- 
ator McCarthy (R-Wis) on notice 
that they will expect him to produce 
the files on which he based his 
charges of Communist infiltration 
in the State Department. 


Chairman Tydings (D-Md) said 


the Senate foreign relations sub- 
committee investigating the char- 
ges will want McCarthy's files to 
compare with 
information 
the 


group intends to get from govern- 
ment agencies. 


Tydings told McCarthy to keep 


his files intact. He said if they are 
not produced voluntarily at the 
proper time the subcommittee may 
subpoena them. 


Tydings gave McCarthy his no- 


tice about the files when the sec- 
ond day of hearings began. 


Minutes later the committee fell 


into the same sort of wrangling 
that characterized its opening day. 


Senator McMahon (I>-Conn) de- 


manded that McCarthy produce 
for immediate inspection all tho 
information he has about "Case 
14." 
McCarthy was been refer- 


ring to some individuals In this 
manner, not using their names. 
He says "Case 14" is a disloyal 
person who was kept on state 
department rolls through inter- 
vention of a high official. 
McCarthy said McMahon was try-

Those segments of

The very fact that 
there are so many different 
kinds of amusement subject 
to this tax and that the' tax 
piles up so rapidly probably 
is the reason why the wish 
for repeal of this particular 
tax' does not find 'much sup- 
port in high places. The 
amusement tax yields a tidy 
revenue to the Treasury. 


The most intensive cam- 


paign against the tax ap- 
'pears to be that of the movie 
industry. A m o n g 
other 


things, it has.declared that 
it is a part of the press, and 
-therefore should not have its 
admissions taxed because of 
the Constitutional 
freedom 


of the press. It has also 
pointed out that the movies 
are getting some tough com- 
petition from the new tele- 
vision industry, and has said 
that repeal of the excise tax 
is th' only hope of many 
theaters to reduce admission 
prices and so survive this 
"rising tide of competition." 


There are in general two 


basic methods by which one 
industry succeeds in compet- 
ing with another which di- 
rectly rivals it. One is to ef- 
fer a cheaper product. The

promise to add to the Importance 
of the farm problem as an issue in 
this year's congressional elections. 
Splitting agriculture-—as well as 
other groups Interested In feder- 
al form aid programs—is 
the 
question of whether the govern- 
ment should junk Its 
present 
price support program In favor of 
one advanced by Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan and warm- 
ly endorsed by President Tru- 
man. 
Leading the fight for the pre ent 
program is President 
Allan B. 


Kline of the powerful American 
Farm Bureau Federation. ' 
Brannan says that the present 
program would 
farmers out of 
force 
the" 
agriculture little 
and 
leave the industry to the big op- 
erators. 


Branan bases his charge on the 
possibility that the present pro- 
gram, with its system, of flexible 
price supports, might tend to force 
the less efficient farmers out of 
production. 
Under his 
system, 
price support levels drop as sur- 
pluses pile up—a device to help 
bring about adjustments in farm 
output. 


tinder this system, the secre- 
tary says, It would be the small 
farmer with Inadequate land, ma- 
chinery, cash and credit who 
would be forced out. 
Hence, he says, there is need of 
a support program which would 
hold farm prices at all times at lev- 
els which would permit the small 
farmer to stay in business. To pre-

production control measures. 
The American people, Brannar 


told a. national Farmers' Union con 
vention at Denver early this week 
do not want to "force millions o 
farm families out of agriculture 
leaving the land resources of thi 
nation concentrated in a relative!; 
few hands." 


The Farm Bureau's Kline, on th 
other hand, declares the farm prob 
lem cannot be solved' by hlghe 
price supports. He says franklj 
that he believes there are too man' 
people on the farms. As evldenc' 
of ihls he cites figures showing 
that half the farms produce 90 pe 
cent of the farm products movinj 
to commercial markets -while thi 
other -half produces only 10 per 
cent. . 


The half producing only 10 per 


cent Is made up in large measure, 
Kline says, of farms with not 
enough good land, machinery and 
other facilities. 
Many of these little farmers are 
still on the land, he says, becausi 
there are no opportunities else- 
where for them. Many, he adds 
would prefer to work in the cities 
The solution of the farm prob- 


lem, Kline holds, is outside agricul- 
ture. It is to be found in meas 
ures which encourage industrial 
expansion. He sees industrial em- 
ployment held down by restraints 
exercised by capital, labor and gov- 
ernment. 


Kline charges that high price 
supports and production controls oi 
the Brannan plan would tend 
to 


perpetuate inefficient 
farm pro- 
duction. As a consequence, he says, 
consumers would have to- pay more 
for their 
food—through 
market 


irices and government subsidies— 
than if the Inefficient farmers were 
encouraged and helped to find or>- 
portunities off the land. 


Brannan agrees that "evidently 
some people on farms need oppor- 
unities in other lines of work. But 
he present system of lower price 
supports would force them off the 
farm before other opportunities de- 
veloped, he says.

Growing Plants From Seed 
Can Be a Tricky Business 


THE COLD FRAME — It fives the rardener a head start.

Growing plants from seed sounc' 


as easy as rolling off a log. Actua 
ly It's a tricky business requirin 
thought, careful planning and a' 
tentitcn. Frequently it's discourag 
ing, too, and the results are 
fa 


from what the bok indicates it's go 
ing to be. 


Ideally, seeds get their start in 


warm, but not too warm, and mois 
spot and the more you can mak 
that spot act like a greenhouse, th 
easier it is going to be to achiev 
healthy strong young plants to se 
out when the ground is warm an 
frost danger past. 


It can be done in a sunny win- 


dow—although 
sunny windows 


in kitchens frequently aren't too 
satisfactory because tiny amounts 
of gas are enough to kill sens! 
tive growing things. 
Good, fine garden topsail is ade 


quate for seed flats. It should b 
mixed with an equal amount o 
sand. Germinating seeds do not re 
quire any great amount of food 
just moisture good drainage an 
careful handling. 


Almost any shallow, well put to- 


gether wooden box is potentially a 
Hat, and flower pots do nicely, too 
although they waste space in a. 
window. 


Watering is tricky, 
and 
when 


possible it should be done from 
,he bottom of the box. In 
t 
event, provide for good drainage 
either by breaking up flower pots 
a layer ol sphagnum moss or gooc 
sized stones in the bottom of the 
seed container. 


Sow the seeds lit shallow drills 


—not broadcast—and mark them 
carefully. Keep the flats in dark- 
ness and covered with newspaper 
until the seeds have germinated 
and then put them In the sun- 
shine. 
What happens after this depends 


entirely upon their treatment. 


When the second set of leaves 
,ppear on the -young tender plant, 
:t's time for action. They must be 
transplanted cr "pricked off" and 
set farther apart 
to give 
them 


jrowlng space. Sometimes the seed 
ing is too small to.be handled by 
;he fingers and a pencil or orange 
stick helps to move them to flats 
Press the seedings gently Into the 
soli, water them thoroughly and 
deep them out of direct eunligh 
until they have had a chnace to re 
cover from the shock. 


Damping off is the 
scourge of 


seedlings, a growth encouraged by 
ack of air and soil conditions in 
:he flat that encourages the reten 
tion of water. There are fungicides 
designed to prevent damping off 
and charcoal dust sprinkled ove 
the surface of the seed beds helps 


Some seeds, of course, can be 
started in cold frames, but usual- 
ly it is Impossible to plant them 
as oarly outdoors as it is In the

The three local National Guard 
Units in Corsicana will brine- a to- 
tal of $65,167.04 to Corsicana in the 
form of drill pay during 1950, It 
was announced this week by Lt. 
Col. Thomas M. Spikes, command- 
Ing officer of the 133rd Field Artil- 
lery Battalion. 


In asking local business houses 
to help the units fill their enlist- 
ment quota, Spikes pointed out that 
If the guard units were at 
full 
strength, the yearly pay of the men 
would be $93,534.23. 
The three Corsicana units, which 
are Headquarters and Headquarters 
Battery, 133rd Field Artillery Bat- 
talion; Company D, 143rd Infantry; 
and Medical Detachment, 
133rd 
Field Artillery Battalion, aggregate 
175 officers and men, plus two Reg- 
ular Army instructors. Five em- 
ployees have full time jobs. 
The 
units rent their armory from 
the 
City of Corsicana and pay utilities 
and maintenance locally.

A Sensible Settlement. 


The Twelve Apostles on this oc- 
casion called together the fellow- 
ship and protested that it was not 
reasonable that they should for- 
sake the preaching of the word in 
order to do social service. They 
had a better sense of what things 
are first than have some modern 
churches. 
So the company elect- 


ed seven deacons for the' practi- 
calities, leaving the Apostles free 
for spiritual offices. 


On every hand today voices, es- 


pecially of national "leaders," are 
calling upon the church to give 
herself to social service, to politi- 
cal reform, to industrial 
better- 
ment, to world peace, to better 
movies, even 
to the dissemina- 
tion of birth control information. 
But the clear teaching of Scrip- 
ture is that the pastors should 
concern themselves first 
of all! 
with prayer and the ministry of i 
the word. . Mankind's needs' are! 
of the spirit. 
Put a vital gospel 
into the hearts of the people and 
they will right all wrongs. If we 
are to learn any truth at all from 
the Christian record it is that first, 
things are first. Christian discip-1 
les will do Christian-service and' 
remedy 
un-Christian 
conditions; '. 
but first of all there must be the ! 
mastery of life by Christ. 


And 
no 
fair-minded 
observer 
will deny that the injection of fi- 
nancial considerations into first 
place is entirely Incongruous with 
the whole spirit of 
Christianity. 
Let us be frank enough to admit 
that the modern tendency to in- 
crease organizations and salaried 
workers, has • really hindered the 
growth of the church. Aside from 
pastors, who should be paid, and 
paid adequately, we have today 
an incredible number of secretar- 
ies and clerks and 
specialized 
workers. 
There are actually some 


religious organizations which are 
chiefly devoted to raising m'oney 
for the salaries of their officers. 
Early Church Practices. 


But today's lesson does not deal 
excluiively 
with 
the 
financial 
practices of the early church. It 
gives us the best picture we have 
in the New Testament of what 
went on in the daily life of Chris- 
tian believers two thousand years 
ago. 


First Paul, in Acts 20, tells how 
he conducted his ministry among 
the newly made believers.'He was 
a faithful pastor, and committees 
seeking a new pastor today are 
invited' to turn to this chapter 
and read what the New Testa- 
ment states a faithful 
pastor 
should be and do. Paul, with hu- 
mility of mind and spirit, labored 
with everyone who had a spiritual 
need, taught Christian truth to 
his people, called all men to re- 
pentance, and pointed them 
to- 
ward the spiritual resources 
of 
Christ 
for their salvation. 
He 


did not organize campaigns, start 
any building .projects, or go about 
shaking hands and slapping ev- 
erybody on the back. 
His min- 
istry was spiritual and reached 
to the deepest needs of the soul. 
He was what a pastor ought to be 
everywhere and , in every age. 
People andt Leaders Together. 
We are given two other hints as 
to what went on in the early 
church. 
We are told that the 
bishops fed their flocks, which 
means that those 
leaders who 
were under Paul's supervision gave 
their full time to the spiritual as- 
pects of their ministry and found 
that they had their hands full. 


Also the members of the church 
took a hand, not feeling that all 
responsibility rested with the pas- 
tor and his close associates. We 
have it right out of the word of 
God that whatever gift man has 
can be used in Christ's service. 
Paul lists a great number of needs 
in the church, and these range 
from the spiritual to the practi- 
cal, from things requiring skill I 
and learning to things requiring 
only a ready hand and a willing- 
ness to work. 


Our churches today are doing a 


fine work. Without-them and their 
faithful pastors and people the 
nation would go to pieces pell- 
mell. But our greatest need is 
less organization and more person- 
al ministry to the spiritual needs 
of 
individual men 
and women, 
boys and girls. 
More authority 
in preaching, more diligence in 
teaching, more anxiety 
for 
the 
state of men's souls—these are 
th« basic needs 
in today's Church. 


How to meet these needs is the 
theme of today's lesson.
